“Indifference to political issues” is the superficial explanation for 
this apathy toward the right of suffrage. The real reason goes 
deeper, because the real question is,—‘Why are we so unconcerned 
with the operating ‘of the machinery of Our Democracy?” 


One suggested cause for this apparent indifference is a compliment 
to our honesty. Americans dislike to act like sheep. We are not 
satisfied with making crosses on our ballots at some party leader’s 
dictation. We wish to know WHY we should vote for or against a 
man,—or a measure. Yet to “know why” demands more concentra- 
ted attention than we are willing to devote to problems that seem 
disant and general, rather than close and personal. So we quiet 
the conscience with the alibi that there are plenty of other people 
who do like politics to step in and take over in our stead. 


But we err in thinking that any problem that concerns the oper- 
ating of the machinery of Democracy is impersonal and distant. 
Also we err if’ we imagine that those persons who “go in for politics” 
are motivated by a generous impulse to relieve the rest of us Of Our 
Usually it is the pull of some expected personal 


responsibilities. 
(we wont’t say women) into the political 


profit that leads men 
arena. 


The most frequent excuse for not voting remains,—‘I don’t like 
politics, and I don't know enough about the questions to vote.” 


Every registered voter receives (by mail) a copy Of the “Proposed 
Amendments to the Constitution, Propositions and Proposed Laws, 
together with Arguments.” This booklet, outlining the issues on 
which we vote in November, carries 30 pages of very fine print, 
couched in language mostly legal. More abstruse, uninteresting 
reading could hardly be devised. Only a judicial mind, or one that 
is enthusiastically crusading for some “Cause” could really enjoy 
digging in to these propositions with their attending pro and con 
arguments. For most of us this type of reading is decidedly un- 
pleasant. So we refuse to make the disagreeable effort to under- 
stand our one best source of information, for the arguments in this 
booklet are held down to a limited space and are free from the in- 
vectives that the campaign literature feels quite free to hurl at its 
opponents. 


The quantity of political advertising (with party—or personal— 
postage) that drops on the city desk of any newspaper is no help in 
forming opinions. One envelope, from a group favoring a certain 
proposition, holds eight pages of “Sensational exposure.” On its 13 
inch paper this amounts to 8 and three-quarter feet and at least 
3,500 words. Who wants to wade through that? 


Letters that relate to candidates, rather than to initiatives and 
} amendments, are almost as long. One side will attack the other, and 
the other will use an equal amount of print to retaliate in kind, or 
to explain in detail why this side does not lower itself to play the 
tit for tat political game. Mostly all this leaves one holding his head, 
wondering if either side is worthy to represent the PEOPLE in gov- 
ernmental affairs. 


And of course the answer to this is, “NO—Neither is worthy.” 
For Democracy is a PRINCIPLE, larger than little men who wish to 
live by it. But we (who are all little men) must struggle toward this 
principle the best we can, as we need to struggle for anything that 
we hold deat. A fundamental truth does not become a negation be- 
cause men ignore it. It simply removes itself from their field of 
| vision. We believe Democracy to be a fundamental truth. We can 
never kill the “idea” of Democracy, but we can so neglect to support 
| its just operations that it will fold up its wings and fly away. 


We must be awakened to the realization that a vote on a local issue 
or a state amendment is a part of the supporting breath that keeps 
| Democracy active in America. Since we can not vote for perfection 
in candidates or conditions, we can at least vote for him who seems 
| best able to represent our ideas and for the legislations that come 
' closest to our individual conceptions of progress, 

If we are too weary, too hurried or harried or befuddled, to think 
things through for ourselves then let us inquire what stands are 
taken on political issues by individuals of character and learning 


and by groups with honorable memberships, and be influenced in our 
voting by their decisions. 
Furthermore let us remember that our ballots are both valid and

| t is significant therefore that a group of our local business men

) RECORDER. The facts that these men and women have weighed, 
in reaching their conclusion, are not difficult for any of us to un- 
derstand.

The district has a present population of 55,000 in an area which is 
rapidly growing. It has no hospital facilities of its own and those 
of its neighbors on either side are already overtaxed. Palo Alto 
Hospital and Mills Hospital have served us the best they could. 
They have not yet been able to enlarge their facilities, and even 
when they do expand they must cope with ever increasing popula- 
tions of their own. Their hospitalization privileges could never be

I’ The cost of a Sequoia Hospital District which takes in the same 
area as the Sequoia High School District, can not be large for any 
one. The tax rate is limited to 20 cents Per $100 valuation for con- 
struction and maintenance. With the Federal Government offering 
just such hospitals as our proposed one a one-third outright grant 
of funds for construction of facilities, it seems that NOW is the time 
to form a hospital district of our own,—with a “YES” vote on No- 
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Roman road from Arlon to Treves.
